1 . Considers that its approval of the Margarita Island amendment remains valid for the Copenhagen amendment. 

2. In respect of: The United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland; The Bailiwick of Jersey; The 
Bailiwick of Guernsey; The Isle of Man; Anguilla; Bermuda; British Antarctic Territory; British Indian Ocean 
Territory; British Virgin Islands; Cayman Islands; Falkland Islands; Gibraltar; Hong Kong; Montserrat; Pitcairn, 
Henderson, Ducie and Oeno Islands; St. Helena; St Helena Dependencies; South Georgia and South Sandwich 
Islands; Turks and Caicos Islands. 

3. By Note no. DE/65, dated February 8, 2005, and received on February 17, 2005, the Embassy of the Argentine 
Republic stated the following in relevant part: 

"The Embassy of the Argentine Republic . . . makes reference to the notes presented by the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland on ratifying the [amendment] of Article XVII of 
the [INTELSAT] Agreement, adopted on October 26, 1994 [and] the amendments of the same 
Article of said instrument adopted on August 31, 1995 . . . through which it expects to apply this 
instrument or the Operating Agreement and its respective amendments to the Malvinas, South 
Georgia and South Sandwich Islands, as well as to the so-called "British Antarctic Territory". 

"The Argentine Republic rejects the declarations of the United Kingdom through the above 
mentioned notes, or through any document, act or activity, the effects that could result from these 
declarations and the sought territorial after [sic] expansion of the Malvinas, South Georgia, South 
Sandwich Islands and the so called- "British Antarctic Territory", as well as the designation of 
those territories as dependent on the United Kingdom. 

"The UN General Assembly has adopted resolutions 2065 (XX), 3160 (XXVIII), 31/49, 37/9, 
38/12, 39/6, 40/21, 41/40, 42/19, and 43/25, in which it recognizes the existence of a dispute 
regarding the above mentioned sovereignty on the "Issue of the Malvinas Islands" and it urges the 
Governments of the Argentine Republic and the United Kingdom to reinitiate the negotiations to 
reach as soon as possible a peaceful and permanent solution to the controversy, with the mediation 
of the good offices of the UN Secretary General, who must inform the General Assembly of the 
progress made. 

"The Argentine Republic reaffirms its sovereignty over the Malvinas, South Georgia and South 
Sandwich Islands and the surrounding maritime area, that form part of the national territory. 
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"The Argentine Republic, likewise, rejects the British declaration on its claims to apply the above 
mentioned instruments referred to as "British Antarctic Territory" and affirms that this declaration 
in no way affects the rights of the Argentine Republic on the Argentine Antarctic Sector."

4. Acceptance is for the Kingdom in Europe, the Netherlands Antilles and Aruba. 

The Royal Netherlands Embassy in Washington transmitted to the Department of State a diplomatic note, dated 
October 6, 2010, which reads in pertinent part as follows: 

"The Kingdom of the Netherlands currently consists of three parts: the Netherlands, the 
Netherlands Antilles and Aruba. The Netherlands Antilles consists of the islands of Curacao, Sint 
Maarten, Bonaire, Sint Eustatius and Saba. 

"With effect from 10 October 2010, the Netherlands Antilles will cease to exist as a part of the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. From that date onwards, the Kingdom will consist of four parts: the 
Netherlands, Aruba, Curacao and Sint Maarten. Curacao and Sint Maarten will enjoy internal self- 
government within the Kingdom, as Aruba and, up to 10 October 2010, the Netherlands Antilles 
do. 

"These changes constitute a modification of the internal constitutional relations within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. The Kingdom of the Netherlands will accordingly remain the subject 
of international law with which agreements are concluded. The modification of the structure of the 
Kingdom will therefore not affect the validity of the international agreements ratified by the 
Kingdom for the Netherlands Antilles; these agreements will continue to apply to Curacao and Sint 
Maarten. 

"The other islands that have until now formed part of the Netherlands Antilles - Bonaire, Sint 
Eustatius and Saba - will become part of the Netherlands, thus constituting 'the Caribbean part of 
the Netherlands'. The agreements that now apply to the Netherlands Antilles will also continue to 
apply to these islands; however, the Government of the Netherlands will now be responsible for 
implementing these agreements."
